PAUL, April 20.— Before United 
States Cirguit Judge W. H. Sanborn 
today appeared attorneys for the 
Northern Securities Cimpany and the 
Northern Pacific And the Great 
Northern Railway companies, to pre- 
gent their request that the recent de- 
cree against the Northern Securities 
be so far suspended as to permit the 
payment by the railroads of the regu- 


lar May dividends to the Securities 
company. They maintain that the 
money would ultimately reach the 
Same iridividuals, whether paid to 


them direct or through the medium 
ef the Northern Securities Company. 
On all other points of the decree, no 
modification was asked. 

- The attorneys presented their peti- 
tion to Judge Sanborn Friday, but 
United States District Attorney 
Haupt, under instruction from Atty.- 
Gen. Knox, objected, and the case 
Was set for argument today. A little 
over $4,000,000 will be released for the 
May dividends if the petition is 
granted, and nearly $14,000,000 wouid 
be paid out before a decision can be 
secured from the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 

Further instructions from Atty.-Gen. 
Knox, this morning, were to the ef- 
fect that he would continue to oppose 
the petition and not agree to any sus- 
pension of the decree. 

Judge George B. Young appeared 
for the Northern Securities Company, 
M. D. Grover for the Great Northern 
and C. W. Bunn for the Northern Pa- 
cific. District Attorney Haupt, ap- 
peared for the government, and at 
once opened the argument against the 
petition 1 Friday by the at- 
terneys for the Securities and Rail- 
Way companies. Under the provisions 
of the act for expediting such ma- 
ters all the judges should sit, and he 
thought. the action not one which 
could properly—even in part—be set 
aside. 

The government has sought to pre- 
Vent the violation of the law, and that 
Was what the decree enjoined. The 
Gefendants were, he maintained, ask- 
ing the court to nullify the decree, -to 
permit a violation of the law. The 
Gecree was in accordance with public 
policy, and really enjoined a public 
Nuisance. He cited cases to sustain 
his contention that such a suspension 
Was not permissible, except in a case

Bunn, general counsel for the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, maintained 
that the petition was not fer a sus- 
Pension of a decree against a violation 
of law, but that this was clearly a 
fase in equity under the provisions 
of common law. He considered the re- 
quest perfectly fair and just, but that 
the action in opposing it was unfair. 

Mr. Haupt repeated his contentions 
ms to the violation of the statutes, 
arguing against the points presented 
Dy Judge Young and Mr. Bunn. 

At noon Judge Sanborn handed down 
the following decision, granting the 
Fequest of the attorneys for the

6©Gividends on their stocks. This 
not an application to suspend this 
fonction. The defendants ask only 
mt the Hart of the injunction which 
his the payment of the dividends 
* Suspended during the pendency of 
appeal. 

“These dividends do not belong and 


United States. It does not claim to 
have and it has not any pecuniary in- 
terest in them. Its purpose in prose- 
cuting this suit and its interest in this 
injunction are only thereby to enforce 
the law against illegal combinations in 
restraint of trade and to prevent the 
Northern Securities Company from 
controlling, directing, owning, operat- 
ing or interfering with the competing 
railroads. This interest, it will be no- 
ticed, is protected by that portion of 
the injunction which forbids the man- 
agement or control of these roads by 
the Northern Securities <‘ompany and 
forbids it from voting or. acquiring 
any stock of these railroad companies. 
This portion of the injunction, indeed, 
every part of the decree and this in- 
junction, is in force, and will continue 
in force during the pendency of this 
appeal, in any event. During this 
time the United States has and will 
have under this portion of the decree, 
which will not be modified or sus- 
pended, a complete remedy for any vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust act, 
should it occur, poth by proceedings for 
contempt under this injuncton and by 
proceedings under the penal clause of 
the Sherman anti-trust act. The ap- 
peal in this case will probably be de- 
termined by the Supreme Court about 
November, 1903. 
“It is not perceived how the pay- 
ment or the retention of these divid- 
ends during the pendency of this ap- 
pea! can injuriously affect any right 
of the United States in this litigation, 
and the only question here is whether 
these dividends shall be piled up in 
the treasuries of the railway com- 
panies or paid to the stockholders, to 
whom they legally belong and who 
must ultimately receive them, what- 
ever the final decision in this case may 
be. These dividends will ultimately go 
to the stockholders of the Northern 
Securities Company, whether paid as 
they are earned or after the final decis- 
ion. If the railroad companies ure 
permitted to pay their dividends to the 
Securities Company, that company will 
pay them over to Rs stockholders. The 
decree permits the stockholders of the 
Securities Company to exchange their 
stock for the stock of the railroad com- 
panies for which it is issued. If the 
Supreme Court affirms this decree, the 
stockholders of the Northern Securi- 
ties Company can exchange 
stock for the stock of the railroad com- 
panies and can draw these dividends 
upon the latter. If the Supreme Court 
reverses the decree, that the same 
parties can draw these dividends-by 
the railroad companies while the ap- 
peal is pending, will not enhance or 
speed the enforcement of any legal 
right of the United States, while it 
might inflict unnecessary loss and in- 
jury upon the stockholders who are 
justly entitled to receive those divid- 
ends as soon as they are earned. 

“The order of the court will, accord- 
ingly, be that the operation of that 
portion of the decree which enjoins 
the rallway companies from paving 
the dividends upon their stock which is 
held by the Northern Securities Com- 
pany shall be suspended during the 
pendency of the appeal upon the giv- 
ing of approved bond in the sum of 
$50,000. or by or in behalf of the de- 
fendants. in the sum of $50,000, condi- 
tioned to prosecute their appeal with 
effect and will pay all damages which 
shall result to the United States by 
reason of this order, that portion of 
the injunction contained in the final 
decree herein which forbids the North- 
ern Pacific Company and the Great 
Northern Company from paying divid- 
ends to the Northern Securities Com- 
pany on account of stock in either of 
the railway companies which the Se- 
curities Company claims to ow® and 
hold, is suspended during the pendency 
of the appeal allowed herein this day.

JAMESTOWN (N. April 
Eight persons are dead and ten injured, 
three of them seriously. as the result 
of a collision between a passenger 
train and a freight train on the Erie 
Railroad early today near Redhouse, 
N. Y. Of the dead, only one Robert 
N. Hotchkiss of Meadville, a brake- 
man, has been identified. Seven bod- 
ies, aparently those of three men, three 
women and a child, were burned beyond 
recognition in the fire which followed 
the wreck. The women are said to 
have boarded the train at Youngstown, 
and to have come from Pittsburgh. 

R. S. McCready, a mail weightre of 
Meadville, Pa., and Frank Barrett of 
Jamestown, a traveling salesman, are 
missing, and it is likely two of the un- 
identified bodies are those of these 
men. 

Ot the injured, Mrs. Foote and E. C. 
Gabler are in the hospital at Sala- 
manca. The others were able to pro- 
ceed to their destination. 

The, wrecked passenger train was 
known as No. 4, running from Cnicago 
to New York. The engine was in 
charge of Engineer Samuel Cook and 
Fireman Fred Belle of Meadville. The 
train was made up of one combination 
car, two day coaches, three sleepers 
and two private cars. The train was 
derailed by striking a freight train 
which was taking a siding at Redside. 
The wreck took fire, and the combina- 
tion car, two day coaches and two 
sleepers, together with several freight 
cars were consumed. The passenger 
train was running east, and the freight, 
which was west-bound, had orders to 
&0 into the siding at Redhouse, and 
wait for the passenger train to go by. 
The siding is about a ile and a half 
long, and there is a block system tower 
near the west end. 

The freight was drawn by two en- 
Eines. Some trouble was experienced 
in entering the siding, and the fore- 
most engine of the freight was sent in 
along the siding with a flagman to hold 
the express. it is alleged that the 
operator in the tower, Lawrence Vaile, 
a boy 17 years of age, saw the light 
engine of the freight, and supposed the 
freight was on the siding behind it. 
Vaile then displayed a White signal. 
toward the passenger train, indicating 
to the engineer that he had a clear 
track. The engineer on the passenger 
train failed to see the flagman sent out 
from the forward engine of the freight 
train, and saw only the clearance sig- 
nal from the tower. The train ran 
from the east end of the siding at high 
speed, and collided with the second en- 
gine of the freight train just about as 
it was to clear the main line. The 
passenger engine and some of the 
coaches crashed into a small wooden 
structure used as a feed store and 
schoolhouse. . 

The first half dozen cars of the 
freight were wrecked. * They were 
cars loaded with coal. Fire quickly 
broke out among the wreckage, creat- 
ing an intense heat. All but three of 
the cars of the express followed the 
engine, and the whole mass of wreck- 
age was soon in flames. The tracks 


were strewn for rods with burning 
wood and coal and heaps of twisted 
iron work.

were indorsed at New Orleans. 

“Manufacturers are the last men in 
the world to attend to other persons’ 
‘business than their own, but when they 
are willing to travel thousands of miles 
at the expense of time, money and con- 
venience to take part in deliberations 
of such a convention, it is very signifi- 
cant. 

“If organized labor is not willing to 
take the hint, but persists in its old 
course of intimidation and violence; 
then it need not be surprised if it meets 
with organized resistance, which will 
become just as serious as the radical 
element in trades unionism desires to 
make it. If organized labor, as ex- 
prersed by some of its chief leaders, 
means industrial war, then the country 
should know it.

His airship shed on Lake 
Constance, together with all material con- 
nected with his experiments, will be sold at 
auction. 

Von Zeppelin is a cavalry Officer, who be- 
came famous at the beginning of the Franco- 
Prussian war. Twelve years ago, he began 
his experiments im aerial navigation. In 
1696, be had constructed an airship which the 
Ruslan military authorities highly praised. 
In 1899 Gen. Baden-Powell, then a major in 
the Brit army, spoke of Count Zeppelin’s 
ship in the highest terms, and said that 
through such inventions the wars of the fu- 
ture would be treneferred to the air. 
Americans arc paiticular!y interested in the 
misfortunes of Count Von Zepreiin, as he 
is commcted by mairiage with F. G. 8. 
D' Hautevilles of Newport. 

The Count believes that in the very near 
future he would sail across the seas, He 
had hoped to make tive et trip in twenty- 
two days, and thought that four days would 
eventually be the time consumed.

PACKARD, ‘SIXTH VICTIM.

BAKERSFIELD, April 20.—City Mar- 
shal T. J. Packard died this morning 
at 6:30 from the unde inflicted by 
Outlaw McKinney" and his companion, 
Al Hulse, making the sixth victim of 
the former's murderous career. At 8 
o'clock last night the officer's recov- 
ery was hoped for as he seemed to be 
improving, but after midnight he be- 
came worse, and toward morning sank 
rapidly. unable to rally from the terri- 
ble shock. At 6:30 o'clock this morning 
he breathed his last. 

Thomas Jefferson Packard was born 
in Idaho, but came to Bakersfield when 
a boy and was raised here. He was 43 
years & age, and leaves a widow and 
one brother, Attorney H. L. Packard. 
He was well known all over the State. 
He served as a peace officer for many 
years during the most troublesome 
times in the history of the town. 

Packard was president of the local 
Aerie of the Eagle, and a prominent 
member of the Elks and other societies. 

STORY OF BATTLE. 

Marshal Packard gave to his brother 
a full account of the shooting in the 
josshouse with the outlaw. His story, 
as repeated through his brother, is 
substantially as follows: 

“Tibbet and myself volunteered to 
search the premises, while the other 
officers kept a close watch on the out- 
side. We pushed into several rooms, 
and when we came to the last room 
in the rear, Tibbets broke open the 
door. I was directly in line, and saw 
McKinney standing In the center of 
the room with a shotgun in his hand. 
1 called to Tibbet. and warned him 
that McKinney was about to shoot.

He has served one term in San 
Quentin, and has been mixed up in 
numerous difficulties here. 

Jake McKinney arrived here this 
morning and joined his brother Ed. 
The two visited the morgue today and 
viewed the remains of their outlaw 
brother. There was an affecting 
scene there when the body was un- 
covered and the extent of the fearful 
88 on the man's face was no- 

All told, it is estimated that the re- 
ward for the capture of McKinney 
will aggregate $1700. There were ten

OTHER ARRESTS.

She 
admits having been in the house when 
the murders occurred, but disclaims all 
knowledge of Hulse's movements and 
professes not to have known that the 
stranger in the house was McKinney.

Thinks Present Generation Will Live 
to See Union of Nations as Well as 
Christian Creeds—Best Work Done in 
Social Settlements,

our cities is done in the social settle- 
ments. There is so much institutional- 
ism about many of our big churches 
and their costly choirs and all that. I 
believe we are almost on the eve of an- 
other ePntecost. The age of miracies is 
not done; it has just begun. Let us 
hasten—or rather let us be ready for- 
the day of spiritual awakening that is 
upon us.” 

us spoke Dr.Amory H. Brad- 
ford of Montclaire, N. J., (not 
Newark.) one of the editors of 
the Outlook, and moderatot of the 
National Council of Congregational 
churches, last night, at a complimentary 
dinner tendered to him by the Congre- 
ational Union of Los Angeles, in the 
capacious parlors of the Y.W.C.A. Dr 
“Bradford made the above rather start. 
ling statements in the course of an 
eloquent post-prandial address on 
ey t Problems of Congregational- 
iam.“ while he was pleading for a fur- 
ther unity of evangelical churches and 
felicitating the world upen its mighty 
strides in that direction. . 

The dining-parolrs Were attractiveiy 
decorated and covers were laid for 
about 150. Though the dinner was ex- 
cellent,*it was nowhere in comparison 
with the feast of reason and inteili- 
gence that followed. Among the diners 
were Dr. George A. Gates, president of 
Pomona College, and the board of trus- 
tees of that prospering institution. 

CONVERTING MEXICANS. 

EK. P. Clark, president of the Congre- 
gEM&tional Union, was the evening 
toastmaster, and Rev. John L. Marie, 
secretary, stated the objects of the 
union and reviewed its activities. 
Aside from the performance of social 
and Hterary functions, this organiza- 
tion, in the way of church extension, 
has recently organized a church of 
thirty Mexicans in Los Angeles, which 
it supports in connection with the 
Home Missionary Society, striving to 
reach a parish population of more than 
3000 Spanish-speaking people. Con- 
verts number at least forty and there 
are four Sunday-schools. During the 
year it is hoped to provide a site and 
mission building at a cost of $4000. 

Dr. Bradford admits he is kind of a 
crank on the coming unity of the world 
and believes the child is now born who 
will see the “United Stafes of the 
World” with a capita! at The Hague or 
Geneva. Last night he paid glowing 
tribute to the work of Albert K. Smiley 
of Redlands, (who sat at the table) in 
the interest of universal! arbitration. 

FIGUREHEAD BISHOPS. 

The speaker thought the first problem 
of Congregationalism was a problem of 
all other churches, viz., the intellectual 
unrest of the age. But, said he, tbe 
truth can never be disturbed; the spirit 
of inquiry means progress. He 
warned all churches against undue em- 
phasis on individuaiism and pleaded for 
cohperation and fellowship. 

“All eccesiastica] authority. is suffer- 
ing these days,” said Dr. Bradford. 
“What's a Methodist bishop but a fig- 
urehead? But few bishops in this 
country dare go counter to the call of 
their churches. Not long ago Bishop 
Fitzgerald issued a letter warning his 
constituents against Congragationaliz- 
ing influences in Methodist churches.” 
[Laughter.] 

Dr. Bradford helieves firmly that all 
churches, liberal or not, should stand 
together in all matters of humanity, 
municipal reform and social better- 
ment. He decried institutionalism in 
the big city churches, with their fine 
buildings and costly choirs, and 
startied his hearers by saying: “a 
sometimes think the best work in cur 
cities is done in the social settlements.” 

GATES'S CRAZY HEN. 

Dr. Gates followed Dr. Bradford, who 
was vigorously applauded, and argued 
for more organization among Congre- 
gational churches. 

“When I waza boy,” said the genial 
president of Pomona College, we had 


a crazy hen on the farm that laid 
fine eggs, but she would never lay two 
eges in the same place. Everything 
was all right, however, until setting 
time, but to see that old hen trying 
to cover the whole farm was funny.

OOMING NORTHERN CALIFORNIA. 
The California Promotion Com- 
mittee has now been engaged for some 
time in endeavoring to stimulate im- 
migration to the central and northern 
portions of the State. It has not been 
free from mistakes, which might have 
Leen expected, as our northern 
brethren have not had the iong time 
practical experience in this sort of 
work that we of Southern California 
have enjoyed, nor has it the hearty 
and enthusiastic.and fhtelligent sup- 
port of the peaple of Northern Cali- 
fornia, as our own Chamber of Com- 
merce has, among residents of the 
southland. Still, the association is ev- 
jdentiy doing some good work, and it 
gives us pleasure to extend a word of 
encouragement. 

The report of the Promotion Com- 
mittee for March has been received. 
It shows that during that month 628 
visitors registered at the headquarters 
of the committee, making a total of 
4166 since the place was opened in 
August. There were received, during 
March, 4603 letters, and 8307 letters 
and circulars were sent out. During 
Maroh the committee mailed 26,659 
pieces of literature. 

Addresses of parties interested in 
California have been secured by the 
committee, and are arranged in the re- 
port, under the various States and 
countries whence they came. This is 
of interest, as indicating from what 
direction most of our new settlers are 
coming—or inguiring. Following are 
the twelve States from which the larg- 
est number of inquiries have been re- 
ceived wn to date: ;

AXATION OF MORTGAGES. 

« bill was recently introduced in 
the New York Legislature, at the 
instance, it is said, of Gov. Odell, pro- 
posing to tax real estate mortgages 
upon a system similar to that which 
prevails in California. Whether the 
measure has become a law or not The 
Times is unable to say. It encountered 
considerable opposition, largely from 
those who have made a study of the 
system, and are aware of the ab- 
solute failure of the plan, in Ca- 
fornia and some other States, to ac- 
complish the end sought—the collec- 
tion of a tax upon mortgage, from 
the mortgagee or the holder of the 
mortgage. 

The Outlook Magazine for April 11, 
discussing the bill introduced in the 
New York Legisiature, declares that 
it considers the proposed mortgage 
tax as much better than the present 
gystem of burdening only the con- 
seientious lender, and letting the un- 
conscientious one go tax-free:” and 
the writer further expresses the be- 
net that “all mortgages should be 
treated as a part interest in the estate 
mortgaged, and that this estate should 
be taxed no more than if it were un- 
mortgaged. The tax upon it should 
be divided between mortgagor and 
mortgagee, according to their con- 
tract when the loan is made, as in 
Massachusetts, or according to the 
respective value of their interests, as 
in California.” The latter method, 
adds the Outlook, “is of course the 
ideal one, as it compels each person 
to contribute directly in proportion 
to his property, and avoids even the 
appearance of injustice.” 

It is evident from the foregoing 
that the Outlook writer is unfamiliar 
with the actual working of the mort- 
gage tax law in California: otherwise 
he would be aware that the law is 
an absolute and lamentable failure in 
so far as it aims to compel the mort- 
gagee to pay a tax on the amount of 
his mortgage. Theoretically, “the 
method is of course an ideal one.“ 
Practically, it is a miserable failure; 
for it accomplishes the very opposite 
of what it was designed to accom- 
plish, and instead of lessening the 
burden upon the borrower, itt adds 
materially to his burdens, compelling 
him to pay a much higher rate of in- 
terest than he would otherwise have 
to pay. The lender invariably adds 
to the rate of interest the amount of 
the mortgage tax, and ue generally 

ds considerably more, to provide 
| against contingencies. 

There are various ways of evading 
the law—but it is always evaded, in 


mortgage allows a rebate upon 
presentation of tax receipts showing 
that taxes against the property have 
been paid in full. In other cases the 
mortgagor pays a flat rate of interest 
of three or three-and-a half per cent. 
in excess of the net interest demanded 
by the lender. But in every case the 
borrower pays the entire tax, either 
directly or indirectly, while the lender 
secures a good rate of interest upon 
his loan, which virtually escapes taxa- 
tion altogether. 


This condition of affairs appears to 
be irremediable—at least under the 
present law. The lender, if he cannot 
see for his money a net rate of in- 
‘terest which he considers equitable, 
can refuse to place the loan—and of 
course there is no power at law or 
in justice to compel him to loan 
money on terms which he deems un- 
satisfactory. 

Notwithsianding the fact that the 
mortgage tax law adds materially to 
the burdens of borrowers, whereas it 
was intended to reduce these burdens. 
The people of this State, with singular 
shortsightedness, have several times 
refused to vote for the law’s repeal— 
more, it is believed, from a failure to 
understand the real merits of the case 
than from a desire to perpetuate a 
bad system. As the matter stands, 
money lenders have Uttle occasion to 
desire the repeal of the law. If the 
people who bear the principal burden 
see fit to continue to bear this need- 
less burden, they have an undoubted 
right to do so. But our friends out- 
side of the State make a great mis- 
take when they regard the law as a 
blessing or even as an exemplification 
of justice in taxation. 

The Methodist ministers of Los An- 
geles have made a timely appeal to the 
Board of Supervisors of this county 
against the legalizing of pool selling.

THE PLAYHOUSES. 


BURBANK. Florence Roberts and 
company. from the Alcazar Theater, 
San Francisco, opened a four weeks’ 
engagement at the Burbank on Sunday 
night in The Unwelcome Mrs. Hatch.” 
This play was the second staged by 
Mrs. Fiske in her new theater, the 
Manhattan, last season. It was writ- 
ten by Mrs. Burton Harrison. 

“The Unwelcome Mrs. Hatch“ is a 
drama of maternity. It is a story of 
the love of a divorced woman for the 
daughter from whom she has been 
separated—wrongfully separated as the 
denouement proves. The yearning of 
the mother-heart is the theme of the 
play, although there is a mild side is- 
sue in the ‘person of à constant lover 
into whose life Mrs. Hatch refuses to 
blend the shadow of her own. Mrs. 
Hatch is a woman of volatile tempera- 
ment, impetuous, tender, rash, loving, 
full of verve and fre, and essentially 
lacking in self-command. Here, then, 
are all the elements for a tragedy: and 
a tragedy Mrs. Hatch makes of her 
life. Mrs. Harrison's play bears the in- 
signia of the amateur. She has con- 
celved a moving story, but she has not 
constructed a moving play. To begin 
with, the premise is weak. It is possi- 
ble, of course, for an innocent woman 
to lose her reputation by an indiscréet 
act, but that her ruin should be ac- 
complished in the manner indicated in 
this play is hardly probabie. Mrs. 
Harrison asks the intelligent public to 
believe that after having written, in a 
moment.of jealousy. a compromisin 
letter to her husband, and having le 
his. house, Mrs. Hatch repented of her 
folly before she had been gone half an 
hour: returned to her home and heard 
through the open window her husband 
and the woman of whom she was jeal- 
ous expressing their delight that she 
had gone: that she called to Him let 
me in. It's only a joke,” but the door 
remained closed. 

One's sense of the practical insists 
upon suggesting at this point that if 
Mrs. Hatch had rung the doorbell the 
butler would have let her in. There are 
aiso amateuriems in the dialogue. Paul 
Trevor's description of Mrs. Hatch, 
for instance, sounds the para- 
graph in which the lad 
ecribes her heroine. It does not sound 
like a man's account of the woman he 
loves. Mrs. Hatch's soliloquies also are 
a little theatrical. Last, and greatest 
offense of all. there is insufficient rea- 
gon for Mrs. Hatch’s eufferings. There 
is no real occasion for an innocent 
woman to endure such agony and want 
when society is honeycombed with 
women who have been divorced for 
good cause. If Mrs. Hatch were guilty 
the story would be stronger because 
more probable: and the additional 
scope offered by a racking conscience 
would be appreciated by any emo- 
tional actress. On the whole, the 
is unsatisfactory. Not so Miss 
erts, who is a very clever woman.

LOCAL MINING MAN’S THRILLING 
EXPERIENCE. 
— 

Crew Still Improved—Treadwell Re- 

ports Show Profit in Working Low 

Grade Ores—Striking Miners Unsatis- 

fied—“Wild-Cat” Copper Mines 

Bonded. 


Lost on North Baldy during the se- 
verest snowstorm of the season, with 
only an occasional lightning flash to 
serve as a beacon in the inky black- 
ness, is an experience Fred C. Fen- 
ner, general manager of the Lowell 
and California Mining Company, en- 
dured Thursday night last. f 

Mr. Fenner arrived yesterday from 
the Big Horn mine, which his com- 
pany is operating on North Baldy, 
“snow blind“ and physically ex- 
hausted from the hardships of a peril- 
ous trip of fifteen miles down a moun- 
tain trail. 

I'm here, which is more than I ever | 
expected to be again, but l am not 
taking much notice of things as yet,” 
said he yesterday, as he stroked the 
bandages that covered his eyes. There 
have been several hard storms on the 
mountain since we began operations, 
but none that was as severe as that 
of last week. 

“The stiow began falling on North 
Baldy early Thursday morning, and 
for eighteen hours there was only an 
occasior.al lull. During that time the 
snow covered the ground four feet on 
the level, to say nothing of drifts many 
feet deep. High winds accompanied 
the falling flakes, and during Thurs- 
day night it developed into a regular 
thunderstorm.” 

During one of the lulls Thursday 
afternoon, Superintendent Carter of 
the Big Horn ieft the bunkhouse 
go to the company’s office, which 1s 
1000 feet higher up the ridge on North 
Baldy, expecting to return early. 

At 6 o'clock he had not put in an 

pearance, and as there were no pro- 
visions at the office Mr. Fenner started 
out with a few supplies. He had not 
proceeded far before the sto began 
with renewed vigor; night came on, 
and for over four hours Fenner groped 
his way through the blackness, some- 
times only saving himself from being 
blown from the ridge by main strength. 
Shortly after 11 o'clock the wind died 
down and he was able to reach the of- 
fice, more dead than alive. 

Although all trails were completely 
obliterated, Fenner and Carter started 
for Shoemaker's ranch early Saturday 
morning, under the impression that the 
trip could be made in a few hours, as 
the surface of the snow on the summit 
was hard and firm. They had not pre- 
ceeded far when they discovered that 
the sun had get in its work and that 
the snow, which was rapidly melting, 
would not hear their weight. This 
discovery was made when it was too 
late to turn back, and as a result al- 
most three miles of the fifteen were 
made on their hands and knees. In 
crossing drifts the latter mode of lo- 
comotion was adopted, for it is a risky 
thing to take chances of dropping out 
of sight in a mountain snow drift, 
some of which are like the bottomless 
sea. It took the adventurers from 6 
o'clock in the morning until after 7 
o'clock at night to make the fifteen 
miles. Both arrived at the ranch com- 
pletely exhausted. 

“There is no hope of reaching the 
men at the mine for severa days yet.” 
said Mr. Fenner yesterday. ‘They 
have enough supplies on hand to last 
them until the end of the week, and if 
it does not rain. they will be all right, 
as we shall send in several packs. 

“The storm, so old-timers tell me, 
was the worst in years. Al the 
ridges are white, and there was eight- 
een inches of snow at Shoemaker 
ranch Friday morning.” 
TREADWELL’'S LOW-GRADE ORF.

INDIANS DON’T LIKE PALA. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

SAN DIEGO, April 20.—A Warner's 
Ranch Indian was interviewed today 
cencerning the reports that the In- 
dians have planned to oppose removal 
to the new home provided at Pala. 
The Indian said that there is no rea- 
son to fear violent measures, as the 
members of the tribe are both in- 
telligent and of a peaceful disposition. 
He said that there is intense dislike 
among them to tre idea of removal, 
among them to the idea of Warner's 
Ranch land to belong to them and be- 
cause they do not lie the Pala place. 
When asked if the latter were not su- 
perior to the Warner's Ranch for the 
needs of the Indians, he said that most 
of them had seen the Pala lands and 
that they regarded it as far inferior 
to their present home. He declared 
that the Indians would not remain at 


Pala if they were taken there, but 
he said that Mr. Lummis hed told 
them that he would warn all other 


tribes not to allow the Warner In- 
dians to live with them. This Indian, 
who is afraid of being quoted because 
he thinks he would be made the object 
of ill will of the commissioners, said 
that the commissioners now at War- 
ner’s will not permit white people to 
go near the Indians and that they 
have told them that as soon as wagons 
arrive from San 
forced to submit to remove to Pala. 
There seems no doubt that the Indians 
will resist to the end and they will re- 
fuse to stay at Pala, but it is not 
likely they will use violence in their 


opposition.

It is a victory similar to that won by 
the teamsters two years ago, when they 
giadly accepted worse terms than were 
offered them at the beginning of the 
strike. The men who control the minds 
of the laboring clement have an easy 
job, if results such as this are to be 
taken as evidence of how little it takes 
to manipulate things. 

When the controversy between the 
road and its employés began the de- 
mands of the union were explicit and 
unequivocal. The first demand was the 
unqualified recognition of the union in 
all things. . The second demand was 
that no man should be discharged un- 
less such discharge was sanctioned by 
the Executive Committee of the union, 
and no man was to be employed with- 
out the consent of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

In this original demand the question 
of wages and hours of work was of 
secondary consideration. The reply of 
General Manager Chapman was as ex- 
plicit as the demand, and there was the 
unqualified assertion that under no cir. 
cumstances would the company abro- 
gate the right to hire and discharge its 
men as it saw fit. The labor council, 
even though it was using every en- 
deavor to prevent a strike which it 
foresaw could end only in disaster to 


Manager man, and in a recent is- 
sue of its official organ, the Labor 
Clarion, it devotes a page to the con- 
troversy, especially to what it ‘desig- 
mates “new features” of the trouble. 
This “new feature” is the position of 
the company relative to hire and dis- 
charge. On this subject, the Labor 
Clarion has this to say: 

“Should the union enter into an 
agreement containing the provisions 
permitting the company to exercise un- 
restricted right to hire and discharge 
its men, it would surrender absolutely 
the right to protest against the dis. 
charge of any member of the organiza- 
tion, no matter what the reason for his 
discharge might be. If the street car 
men’s union bound its members to such 
a rufe it would simply invite the de- 
struction of the. organization 
The issue involved in this feature of the 
controversy is actually of greater im- 
portance than the present question af 
hours and wages. . The car men's 
union stands on solid ground today, and 
public sentiment cannot be perverted 
80 as to seem to urge that organization 
to si its death warrant, which it 
would do did it agree to Manager Chap- 
man’s latest proposition on the hiring 
and discharging question.” 

That was the position of the labor 
council when the latest flat was sent to 
Manager Chapman, about ten days ago. 
The demands of the union were taken 
under advisement by Manager Chap- 
man, and last Friday he gave his an- 
swer. In that answer appears the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

“From your communication of April 
13 we learn that you desire to ‘elimi- 
nate’ the subject of employment and 
discharge ‘from our dispute,’ and from 
any resulting contract. That is satis- 
factory to us, inasmuch as we could not 
consent to its becoming the subject of 
arbitration, and its Incorporation in a 
contract would add nothing to a right 
we cannot yield nor relieve us from a 
duty to the public we cannot evade. In 
that behaif this company repeats its 
former declaration, that it does not in- 
tend to, and will not, discriminate 
against men by reason of their belong- 
ing or not belonging to a union, but 
will hire and retain its employés solely 
on their merits for honesty, 
and fidelity.” 


This explicit statement that the com- 
pany would not be bound by the union 
or recognize union men was thought to 
be a body blow to the agitators, and t 
was expected that a strike would imme- 
diately result. But when the union 
agitators want to get out of-a hole 
there is no limit to their ingenuit 1 
obsequiousness, as is evidenced in t 
ply to this statement made by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the union. This 
paragraph covers the entire renuncia- 
tion of former demands and of what the 
Labor Clarion announced to be of more 
importance than the question of wages 
and hours. it reads: 


“We observe with gratification what 
you say with regard to the rule by 
which you intend to govern your future 
treatment of this matter of hiring and 
discharging.” 

And then the evening papers which 
are bound up in the welfare of unionism 
announced in big type that the union 
had won a great victory. The members 
of the unionewho do not take the 
trouble to think for themselves, but 
leave that arduous duty to the agitators, 
all believe that they have brought the 
United Rail to terms. 

The whole thing in a nutshell is that 
labor leaders mean to prevent a strike 
at all hazards, because they know it 
would be disastrous to their cause. 


Another recent victory achieved by 
unionism is that of the Newspaper Writ- 
ers’ Union. A body of irresponsibiles 
who cannot hold a position on any 
reputable newspager, banded together 
and formed a union for the purpose of 
compelling better pay and hours. It is 
a significant fact that not a man who 
is able to get and hold a position 
through his own ability became a mem- 
ber of the union. ands were issued

Director of Geological Survey Visits 
Los Angeles to Consult With the Resi- 
dent Government Hydrographer. 

Dr. Charies D. Walcott. director-gen- 
eral of the Geological Survey, arrived 
at the Hollenbeck yesterday morning 
from Arizona. He is accompanied by 
his wife and two sons, and will spend 
several days in this city in consulta- 
tion with J. B. Lippincott, the resident 
engineer and hydrographer in charge 
of government irrigation surveys in 
Southern California and Arizona. 

Dr. Walcott spent three weeks in

constructed under the National Irriga- 
tion Act. will de the one projected in 
the Tonto Basin, particulars of which 
were given in The Times of last Sun- 
day and Monday. 

This is De. Walcott's first visit to Los 
Angeles since October. 1900. At that 
time he delivered a lecture at the 
Chamber of Commerce. He is much 
impressed with the progress made in 
Los Angeles and vicinity in the last 
two and a half years, and the possitd!- 
ities of irrigation in the Southwest. 

Last fall Director Walcott visited 
the arid regions of the Northwest to 
study the irrigation question in Wash- 
ington, Oregon, Idaho, Nevada, Utah 
and Montana. His present trip was fo 
the express purpose of putting the nev 
irrigation act into operation in the 
Southwest. After concluding his con- 
sultation with Engineer Lippincott, Di- 
rector Walcott will return direct to the 
national capital, where he has full 
charge of the geological survey and 
hydrographic service of the entire coun- 


try. 

Dr. Waleott les a man of fine physique 
and hig eliectual attainments. He 
is in the prime of life, and is a fine 
specimen “Sf the virile manhood that 
President Roosevelt delights to make 
use of in the adminstrative affairs of 
the government.

The Taking of Musician of 
Brilliant Promise.

Floyd Dunston of Les Angeles 
and His Notable Achiede-

Word was received in Los Angeles 
yesterday of the untimely death of 
one of the most remarkable of Los 
Angeles’ musical prodigies. 

It was with a heart freighted high 
with hope that Floyd Dunston, a tal- 
ented young negro musician of this 
city sailed from New York Harbor for 
Germany last fall. Behind him he 
left scores of friends, many of them 
prominent in the business and artis- 
tic circles of this city and also a father 
and mother, who awaited his return 
with all the fond anxiety which may 
be imagined. 

He will not come back—alive. He 
fell into the dreadful clutch of typhoid, 
and on April 6 died in a Berlin hos- 
pital. This sudden c of a promis- 
ing career is tragic a way, and 
brings the bitterest sorrow to his 
stricken family. 

Young Dunston was born in Ohio 
twenty-one years ago, but at the age 
of 5 years he came here with his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Richard H. Dun- 
ston, living at No. 814. Linden street. 
The boy grew up here. and attended 
the High Schoo! for some time, being 
a prime favorite with teachers and

the day of his death he composed 
steadily. His facility in writing was 
amazing, and once seated with a blank 
score before him, he could fill it with 
the notes of a melody almost as fast 
as his pen could travel over the paper. 

Then his people got him a piano, and 
he learned the technique of this instru- 
ment. He was now not only in a posi- 
tion to compose, but to try out the 
productions of his heart and brain as 
well. And therefore he soon began to 
attract attention from professional peo- 
ple, and those competent to really 
judge of one's skill. 

A year or so ago Dunston became 
a pupil! of Morton F. Mason, the local 
organist-composer, and getting down 
to the hard study of the real sclence 
of music, began to produce things that 
were exquisitely finished. First, the 
composer organized an amateur or- 
chestra of his own, which he directed: 
then the local theaters began to play 
his crisp, brilliant marches and two- 
steps, and at last he had the greatest 
reward of all, that of seeing his work 
in hard type, backed by the name of 
some of New York's music publishers. 

The work from his pen soon began 
to take a broader and deeper nature 
to itself, and from writing dance 
music for the plano he began to turn 
out heavier, serious, if-symphonic 
compositions for full orchestra. 

It was then that he was ambitious 
to go abroad, and as his father is the 
owner of the Los Angeles Van and 
Truck Storage Company. a large con- 
cern, with a good business, his le 
were able to send him. eee v. 
he left for Berlin last August, a at 
once entered the conservatory as a 
student of piano, harmony and coun- 
terpoint. He was a great favorite with 
all the staid old German professors, 
who advanced him at once from the 
first year’s work to the second, and 
the outlook seemed most brilliant. 

Sol Bloom, the prominent New York 
music publisher, who probably 

ght out as many new geniuses in 
the field of melody as anyone, also took 
him as a protegé. The Bloom con- 
cern has a number of Dunston’s 
lighter compositions at present, and 
will bring them out at once. 

The young man made equal st 
however, as an instrumentalist, and 
gained a great reputation among the 
Berlin students for his brilliant ver- 
formances on the pianoforte. Al- 
though the conservatory is ‘supposed 
to be equipped only with master teach- 
ers, the dark-skinned American is said 
to have shown such mastery as to be 
almost beyond their instruction. There- 
fore, acting on the advice of some of 
the most distinguished, a meeting was 
arranged with Godowsky, who is 
probably the foremost teacher in the 
world. This great master was not only 
pleased, but was enraptured with the 
fire. brilliance and accuracy of Dun- 
ston's playing, made afrrange- 
ments to take him as a student next 
year. 

Among those who heard him was 
John Philip Sousa, the eminent Ameri- 
can bandmaster, who was on tour. 
Sousa also expressed great faith in the 
probable success of the young man. 

Then—death! And all the inexpli- 
cable sorrow, the pitiful heart- n 
and that which is more than human 
nature can understand.

DEATH FULL | 
Of MYSTERY. 


No Light Obtainable on 
Rambossi Case. 
— 


Not Even Known Why the Swiss 
Went to Hollywo-d. 
—— @— 


Who Was the ‘‘Antonio”’ Whose 
Name the Dying Man 
Gasped? 


Mystery, evasive and tantalizing, 
still enshrouds the Hollywood “mur- 
der-suicide” case. The question still 
is: Did Sylvester Rambossi, the San 
Luis Obispo Swiss saloon-keeper, who 
was found lying in a wheat field south 
of Hollywood Saturday morning, dying 
with a knife wound in his throat, com- 
mit suicide, or was he murdered? 

A Coroner’s jury yesterday returned 
a verdict of death by suicide. 

Sheriff White is working on the the- 
ory that Rambossi may have been 
murdered. He states that he is con- 
vinced that the man died by his own 
hand, but the appearance of things 
forces him to at least investigate. 

With the evidence submitted the 
coffers jury could hardly have ar- 
rived at a different conclusion. It is 
a fact, however, that the examination 
into the facts at Bresee Bros.’ morgue 
yesterday morning was perfunctory 
and superficial. 

The nature of the wounds bears out 
the suicide theory, and it was largely 
on the strength of Autopsy Surgeon 
Campbells testimony that the verdict 
was rendered. There were four or five 
scratches made with a knife at the 
base of the dead man's neck. The fa-

driven in so far that the flesh sur- 
rounding the cut had been depressed. 
Dr. Campbell, in testifying, 
that Rambossi had experimented in a 
hesitating way with the knife to see 
how it would feel, and then jabbed 
the blade in. 
But it did not come out at the in- 
quest where Rambossi had been stay- 
ing since he came to Los Angeles from 
San Luis Obispo, which was a week 
ago last Friday. Had he any com- 
panions durire the week that he was 
here? Why and under what circum- 
atances did he leave Son Luis Obispo? 
Why was he wandering at such a dis- 
Francisco Friday and then abandon 
his intention of xoing to that city? 
Why was he wandering a such a dis- 


tance from the city and at such an 


unseasonahble hour? 
NOTHING FOUND OUT. 

None of these questions was an- 
swered at the inquest. Virtually noth- 
ing of Rambossi's habits, character or 
past Hfe cama out. ; 

Tf it were not for that dying state- 
ment of the dead saloon-keeper, in 
Which he said: 1 was ‘stabbed by a 
man in a. .bugey,.” and the elusive 
tracks plain in the road, 
there could he little question  regard- 
ing the manner of his death. : 

There ir jo doubt that a bugey fig- 
vres in the mystery. Ramboss! men- 
tioned a bugey and the examinations 
of officers who were first on the 
ground bear out his statement. It was 
no. the rig of the paper-carrier. who 
testified at the inauest that he had 
driven up to the wire fence Saturday 
morning and conversed with Ram- 
hoasi as he lav in the field. 

The other buggy was rubber-tired 
and the horse was shod only behind. 
The ‘paper-earrier’s horse had three 
shoes. If the unidentified horse and 
buggy conveyed Rambossi to the scene 
of hie desth why has it not been 
found? The only tenable theory is 
that another man was with him. and 
thet the other man drove away. 

The tracks of this vehicle were 
traced backward south on Gower 
street for a distance of two miles. 
Then they turn off to the southeast 
through a barer field for a distance 
of several hundred feet: and then over 
to street. The rie was evi- 
dentiy driven from the city. 1 2 

In cutting across the bariev wia 
the driver came to a barb-wire fence, 
Instead of turrine hack he broke it 
down. After entering Gower street 


the ric was driven north. past the 


house of Bridges. in whose field Ram. 
bossa! died. and over to the eucalyptus 
tree across from where he 
wee living. 

Here ts where stood. as 
the footprints show. and here s where

the busev. Long spaces marked with 
footorints and otbers with ro fnor- 
prints alternated fr mile. And 
they’ were Rambossi'’s tracks as care- 
ful rreasurements showed. 

So fer as known no driverless horse 
hitched to a bung wes seen in Holly- 
wood or on any of the 


roads on Saturday. If Rambossi rode 
to the eucalyptus tree someone knows 
how he received the fatal wound. a 

From the eucalyptus tree Rambossi’s 
footprints were traced to the wire 
fence he stood for awhile; then 


wide. Here was a pool 
twenty feet farther more blood flowed, 
and through a narrow path into the 
grain another twenty feet beyond the 
ground is stained with a large patch 
of gore. His knife was found where 
the first pool of blood was located, and 
Rambossi was lying about four feet 
away. 
WHO IS ANTONIO? 

There is an “Antonio” who enters 
into the case in a perplexing manner. 
Victor Cazoux, employed in the fruit 
exchange at Hollywood, passed along 
Gower street early in the morning and 
spoke to Rambossi, who was then lying 
in the grain. Ram bogsi appeared to be 
dazed and unable to understand what 
was said to him. Casoux pressed him, 
and the dying man wailed: “Antonio,” 
Antonio!“ The tracks of a man run- 
ning, found near the drops of blood in 
the road, were t of Cazoux, who 
to his work. 

mbossi’s responses to I. H. Wal- 
ton, the laborer, and C. E. Bridges, 
owner of the field, were not altogether 
coherent nor Reid, but the statement 
he made to tle effect that a man had 
stabbed him cannot be overlooked. The 
ying man told Walton and Bridges 
that a man had come from town with 
him. “He made a desperate effort to 
pronounce the man's name, said Wal- 
ton. “When we asked him if he had 
been stabbed by this man, Ram 
answered emphatically: Tes, yes: 
Those who insist that the dead man 


committed suicide get around this evi- 


dence by citing examples to show that 
persons, who have inflicted fatal in- 
juries to themselves and are found 
dying. often exhibit a cunning which 
has for its object the conceaiment of 
such facts. 

But it is just as possible, in the light 
of everything that has been unearthed, 
that there was a murderer who em- 
ployed craft of the most paling na- 
ture to cover up his crime. e ntil the 
facts of the horse and the buggy and 
Rambossi's connection with them are 
satisfactorily explained the death of 


the saloon keeper from San Luis Obispo 
must remain a mystery.

alternating bright and dark lines tells 
world building and 
world disintegration. 

The speaker closed with some recent 
excellent photographs of Jupiter and 
Saturn, clusters and masses of stars 
and nebulae. and an exquisite winter 
view of Lick Observatory, half-buried 
beneath glistening drifts of mountain 
enow.

SAN PEDRO, Apr 20. — “Butcher

NEW GOVERNING BODY 
INTO POWER. 


— — 


Committee of Twenty-one Working 
on Form of Liquor Ordinance for Sub- 
mission to Voters—Vexed Question 
Restriction or Prohibition. 


SANTA MONICA, April 20.—That 
sixth-class municipaltiy officially 
known as the town of Santa Mon- 
ica, passed out of existence tod- 
night and the town is now 
the fifth-class city of Santa Monica. 
The new Board of City Trustees unani- 
mousely chose T. H. Dudley for Mayor. 
In accepting the presidenty, Mr. Dud- 
ley referred to the bitter struggle of 
the late municipai election and urged 
the burial of the tomahawk. 

The bid of Alexander Gunn, offering 
$3000 for ofie exclusive wholesale liquor 
license, or $5000 for two, was referred 
to the committee of the whole. An or- 
dinance fixing the salariés of city offi- 
cers, but with the amounts left blank, 
was introduced. The new board will 
hold frequent meetings until the muni- 
cipal machinery is running smoothly. 

BILL DISHONORED. 

Before the old Board of City stees 
finally adjourned, President Dudley 
called Trvstee Morgan to the chair and 
made a motion to approve a bill of H. 
X. Goetz, Trustee-elect, for $7584 for 
balance on his contract for the new 
City Hall. Trustees Stee and Vawter 
objected to the paying of the bill on 
the ground that Goetz owed a forfeit 
of $225 tor three months’ rent on the 
old City Hall quarters on account of 
delay in completing the new City Hall. 
When Steele atternpted to expiain his 
position he was sharte,@:terrupted by 
Morgan and a hot tiit followed. Mor- 
gan and Dudley voted to pay the Dill 
and Steele, Vawter and Sammis voted 
against it.

Among the members of the committee 
the sentiment is strong in favor of 
submitting a form of ordinance as rad- 
ically prohibitive as a majority of the 
voters will approve. Under the pres- 
ent ordinance there are one wholesale 
liquor store, one hotel liquor license 
(for the Arcadia,) and three places con- 
ducted under “restaurant” liquor - 
censes. At the three latter places li- 
quor may be served “with something 
to eat” at a table in a room where 
there is no bar. In effeet this plan 
makes it as easy for a man to get a 
drink of liquor as if he were in an 
open saloon, but Wie present system 
has largely done away with the treat- 
ing. Sometimes_a man may treat a 
dozen or so at once, but the old custbm 
of lining up everybody in the house 
for drinks at the expense of one is 
pretty thoroughly broken up. 

On the other hand, it is said by ob- 
fervers who have made a rather close 
study of the existing conditions that in 
some of the places the operation of the 
present method has produced more 
drunkenness in a good many instances 
than would be produced under the old 
bar system. Beers = bad the man 
who wanted a drink had to stand up 
and cali for it. If he were intoxicated 
he would generally be unable to dis- 
guise the fact and the two or three 
men behind the bar would be able to 
keep a close watch on the drinkers, 
Under the present system where the 
drinkers sii in chairs it is said they 
may be thoroughly intoxicated before 
the fact is apparent, and that walters, 
Who are frequently changed, are less 
likely to refuse to serve drinks than 
ere bartenders. These argumente are, 
however, offered by those who do not 
consider seriously the proposition of 
prohibiting the sale of. liquor as a bev- 
erage independent of meals.

They wear goggies with 
which they locate the abalone as they 
swim along the surface, and making a 
spring, they emulate the “hell diver” 
and disappear to wrench the inofifen- 
sive shell fish from its hold on the: 
rock by a quick thrust of an iron bar. 
Practice has made these men able to 
remain under water an unconceivable 
length of time, and they seem to he as 
much at home in and under the water 
as the shag. | 

Nearly all the groups of Channel isl- 
ands have been stripped of the aba- 
lones, which were formerly so numer- 
ous on the rocks about them. So iong 
as the work was done from baats the 
shell fish had some show fer i'ving, 
but when the diver attacks him in his 
lair he has no show. San Nicolas was 
cleaned up by these men a couple of 
years ago, and during the past winter 
San Clemente has undergone u similar 
experience, ani the same fate seems to 
be in store for Santa Catalina. The 
only remedy seems to be in watching 
the divers closely, and see that they 
do not infringe the law, which makbs 
it a misdemeanor for any one ta take 
an abalone measuring less than fif- 
teen inches in circumference.
